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^ (57) Abstract: The top (1) of a knee-hole desk pivots up from a carcass (2) to cenvert the desk to a bed in which the top (1), supported 
^ by folding legs (16), extends horizontaUy from the carcass (2) with a slatted frame (15) between them. A futon (10) for support on 
^ the extended top (1). frame (15) and carcass (2), is accommodated before conversion of the desk, partially within a verticai recess 
^ (7) of the base (2) and partially in a recess (6) under the top (1), In an alternative desk (Figs 5-7) having a twin-pedestal base (22) 
with hinged headrests (33). the top (21) is backed by a plastics-foam sheet (26) and pivots up and over to extend from the base (22)
